“TI have. had liquor in my hotel 
room,”’ Col. Green said, ‘‘but it has 
heen sent to me by persons un- 
known to me. I frequently find 
liquor which has been left in my 
room and in my offices. Friends 
who have called on me in my room 
at the hotel have accepted my in- 
vitation to drink. My friends know 
that I drink very seldom and that 
I won't drink alone. If visitors 
call on me, I offer them a drink; 
I won't be a ‘death head’ and I join 
them in the drink even if it gags 
me. I have nothing to fear or be 
ashamed of in this tempest. 

“Tl have had under my control 
liquor valued at more than $2,000,- 
000. If I was crooked I could or- 
der a barrel or two sent around to 
the homes of friends. But no one 
can accuse me of having broken 
that trust. 

“T am doing what I came out 
here to do, stopping liquor at the 
source. Why don’t they investi- 
gate that angle of it.’’ 


Human, Not a Fanatic. 


Col. Green declared he was “a 
human being, not a_é religious 
fanatic,”’ and has not “come out 
here with a long nose to snoop into 
other people’s affairs to see whether 
they had liquor or not.”’ Asserting 
that his mission had been to cut off 
illicit liquor at the source, he add- 
ed that he had made “considerable 
progress.” 

The administrator’s office has 
been taken over by Col. Sam I. 
Johnson, chief aid to Green. 

Told Andrews of Views. 


Col. Green said he told Col. 
Andrews, in charge of national 
prohibition enforcement, that he 
would not ‘‘go snooping around, 
making grand stand raids’’ when he 
was appointed by Andrews. 

His administration, he said, was 
in keeping with military dignity, 
common sense and the will of a 
community in which there were 
‘‘more wets than drys.” 

‘‘We got at the source,” he added. 
“We have destroyed more stills, 
three times as many as were de- 
stroyed in any previous administra- 
tion.”’

The 
lighter-than-air craft would have a 
capacity of 6,000,000 cubie feet, be 
inflated with helium, and cost be- 
tween $5,000,000 and $6,000,000, 
or nearly twice that expended i1 
constructing the Shenandoah.

How two men, one an aged law- 
yer and the other a retired police- 
man, obtained agreements from 86 
_pensioners whereby the latter were 
to give them a 331-3 per cent fee 
for putting a bill through Congress 
was revealed here yesterday. 

The bill, which was passed at 
the last session, authorized the pay- 
ment of $68,425.06 in back pen- 
sions to retired policemen and fire- 
men or their widows and children. 
This sum piled up between January 
1, 1911, and July 30, 1915, during 
| which period there was not enough 
| money in the District’s relief funds 
ito pay the full amounts due the 


| pensioners. 


Credit for passage of the bill is 
claimed Hosea B. Moulton, a 
lawyer in the Washington Loan & 
Trust building, and past com- 
mander of the local Grand Army 
of the Republic, and by David BE.

350 beneficiaries under 
86 entered into an agree- 
with Mr. Moulton whereby 
they were to give them a third of 
their back pension money in case 
the bill passed. ‘The others either 
refused to enter into such an agree- 
ment or were not approached by 
Mr. Moulton. 

Since the money became avail- 
able, several of those who made the 
agreements have protested that, 
while they were willing to pay Mr. 
Moulton something, they felt that 
33 1-3 per cent was too much. 

Former Policeman Langley, who 
has been associated with Mr. Moul- 
ton in getting the bill passed, made 
the following statement yesterday 
in commenting on these protests: 

‘When they get their clutches on 
the money, they don’t want to give 
up @ nickel of it.”’ 


Worked Two and One-half Years. 


He and Mr. Moulton devoted two 
and a half years of their time and 
labor to getting the bill passed, Mr. 
Langley said. 

“Judge Moulton wrote the bill 
himself,’’ Mr. Langley said. ‘The 
first one he wrote was in 1924, but 
it failed to pass. Then he wrote 
another one at the last session and 
got it through.’”’ 

Some of the pensioners, Mr. 
Langley said, offered to give Mr. 
Moulton as much as 50 per cent of 
the money due them if he could get 
the bill passed. Many of those who 
did not enter into agreements have 
given him money, Mr. Langley said. 

Officials at the District building 
declared yesterday that there was 
hardly any excuse for Mr. Moulton 
asking such a large sum from the 
pensioners, Many of these pen- 
Sioners, they said, were badly in 
need of all the money due them. 
The $68,425.06, which Congress 
appropriated, they said, was a just 
debt and one that Congress was 
bound to pay. 


Should be Paid, Some Say, 


On the other hand, there were 
men who felt that Mr. Moulton had 
done a good job and deserved to be 
paid well for it. Attempts had been 
made for years to have the bill 
passed, they said, and the fight 
might have dragged along for sey- 
eral years more but for the efforts 
of Mr. Moulton and Mr. Langley, 

W. Gwynn Gardiner, former Dis- 
trict commissioner, had a bill in- 
troduced several years ago which 
would have authorized payment of 
the back pension money, but which 
would have specified that no part 
of it should be paid to persong 
other than the beneficiaries. 

Mr. Moulton was on a vacatiog 
in Virginia yesterday and could not 
be reached. Mr. Langley said he 
thought that Mr, Moulton would 
make a court fight if any of the 86 
persons who entered into agrees 
ments with him sought to break 
these agreements.

With the long period of soaking 
showers, and now the clear shining 
of the hot sun, they and the weeds 
have thriven. But the result of the 
moisture and sunshine is more than 
the merely aesthetic. There is 
promise of an excellent wheat har- 
vest as our farmer host assured us 
on our arrival. 


Typified French Farm. 


It has often occurred to me 
whether there are any people in the 
world whose faces are more seamed 
and dried up than those of the agri- 


culturists of France. Yet they have 
the glow of a ruddy apple. Those 
of Normandy are no exception to 
the rule. Our host drove us from 
the depot to an average farm. 
There were a _ kitchen and two 
rooms in the main house where the 
father, mother and three children 
live. Over the stable are housed 
the farm hands consisting of sev- 
eral men and two women. The 
occupants of the stable, outside of 
the horses and cows, evidently have 
the run of the house during the 
day. 

In the kitchen’ we were constant- 
ly disentangling our feet from a 
pig, a chicken or a rabbit, and the 
pigeons were thick about the door! 
Mama Moreau was preparing the 
midday meal of a delicious omelet 
with ham, and on the table next 
to the bread and golden butter of 
her own making she placed a pitch- 
er of amber cider.

Directing his advice particularly 
toward London, the senator said 
that Winston Churchill’s ‘campaign 
of villification,’’ designed to obtain 
the cancellation of debts, 
Should not be permitted to erase 
irom the world’s memory the terri- 
torial acquisitions accomplished by 
Great Britain at the peace table. 
“The Earl of Denbigh deplores 
the lamentable ignorance of our 
people,’’ Mr. Borah continued, ‘‘and 
wants to start a campaign of educa- 
tion. But the American people have 
sufficient intelligence without any 
extraordinary educational exertion 
to understand how a debtor acts 
when he does not want to pay what 
he owes. We understand perfectly 
that the attack on the United States 
is the peculiar way they have of 
asking for cancellation of “their 
debt.”’

First Official 


The declaration of the foreign 
relations chairman, made in a for- 
mal statement, was the first official 
notice to be taken here of the recent 
anti-American agitation which has 
expressed itself in atiacks on Ameri- 
ean sightseers in Paris, vitriolic de- 
nunciations of the American policies 
by a section of the Italian press, 
and other seattered outcroppings 
throughout most of Europe.

“strike call’’ one local station, 
WBBM on 226 meters, announced 
that it planned to increase its 
power output from 1,500 to 10,0900 
watts. This station owned by the 
Stewart Warner Corporation, is 
located in ae residential district. 
The owner stated that the new 
power will not create any extra 
disturbance since it is planned to 
modulate the augmented volume 
until it is practically the same as 
with the smaller power unit. 

No other station in the middle 
West uses more than 5.000 watts 
power.

Senate Fight Mere Detail. 


The Senate fight was only a de- 
tail in Cook county of bitter fac- 
tional contests over nominations for 
county offices, and Smith and Mc- 
Kinley found their fortunes linke 
in Chicago and its environs with 
the fortunes of the opposing Repub- 
lican factions which supported 
them. 

Charges arising from the county 
contests already have resulted in 
indictment of more than 100 elec- 
tion workers and a complete re- 
count of the vote. The recount in- 
cludes, at Reed's request, the vote 
on the senatorial races in both par- 
ties. The handling of the Smith and 
McKinley campaigns in Cook county 
by the two Republican factions em- 
broiled in grand jury investigations 
of the balloting interlocks the sena- 
torial situation in Cook county with 
factional combats.

Liquors Forbidden. 

The facts are, according to offi- 
cials here, that sale of intoxicating 
liquors is forbidden aboard these 
vesesls, 4S well as aboard other ves- 
sels flying the American flag, and 
the laws are enforced by officers on 
Shipping Board vessels, despite the 
obvious handicap which this means 
in the competition with foreign ves- 
sels. Determined efforts were made 
to obtain permission for the sale of 
liquors aboard Shipping Board ships 
because of this foreign competition, 
but the courts in the United Statés 
ruled against allowing liquors to be 
501d. 

As a result of the court decisions. 
Passengers traveling on United 
States Shipping Board vessels have 
long been given to understand that 
they musi ‘‘bring their own liquor’’ 
or trust to getting it via the mara- 
time bootleg route from those of 
the ship’s personnel who are ina 
position to supply it. The methods 
by which tnese vessels are kept 
supplied with wet goods vary 
each trip, it is explained, but it igs 
conceded that no single trip has 
ever been made by a United States 
Shipping Board vessel where there 
has been any great shortage of in- 
toxicating liquor for those trans- 
atlantic travellers who have desired 
a. 

This has led to charges that there 
has been more evidence of drink- 
ing to excess on ships flying the 
American flag than on foreign ves- 
sels where the bars cpen after the 
3-mile limit is passed. However, 
such char have frequently been 
dismissed as inspired by prejudiced 
observers or boosters of foreign 
shipping companies.

It is doubted if more than an in- 
significant percentage of the pas- 
senger traffic aboard ships flying 
the American flag would book pas- 
Bages on these instead of available 
foreign vessels if the word went 
out that American. ships hence- 
forth were all to be actually bone 
dry. And the Shipping 
which is faced with the most severe 
foreign competition as matters 
now stand, naturally does not wel- 
come any development which they 
fear will wreck their service. 

The attitude of the Administra- 
tion on the question of liquor 
aboard American ships has from the 
beginning been that the laws must 
be enforced. But no attempt has 
so far been made to send prohibi- 
tion agents on vovages for the pur- 
pose of having them search baggage 
and staterooms or bring charges 
against those Americans who have 
found their own means of obtaining 
liquor on board United States Ship- 
ping Board vessels.

The blonde-haired baby, who 
bears a striking facial and tem- 
peramental resemblance to his 
grandfather, the late King Constan- 
tine of Greece, is being taught Eng- 
lish by an American tutor as his 
first language. 

All his toys, picture books and 
playmates, too, are American. It 
is even said his mother favors Amer- 
ican soothing syrups, talcum pow- 
ders and other Yankee baby prepa- 
rations. 


Child Is Precocious. 


The crown prince has shown not 
only surprising aptitude in learning 
to talk, but the things he does and 
says would do credit, it is said, to 
Older boy. His precocious 
sayings are widely quoted by Queen 
Marie and others in Bucharest, who 
are sure he will equal his great- 
granduncle, the talented and vigor- 
ous King Carol I, if he lives to 
be 18 

If the boy should die before com- 
ing of age, Roumania will be ruled 
by a regency composed of Prince 
Nicholas, the second son of the 
royal family, the chief justice of 
the Roumanian supreme court and 
the Roumanian patriarch. 

Infinite care is shown by the 
boy’ mother, Princess Helene, 
Queen Marie and others interested 
in perpetuating the present dynasty, 
in the rearing and education of the 
voungster. During the summer 
months he and his mother live at 
the seashore in Constanza, thus 
avoiding the excessive heat ‘and dust 
cf Bucharest.

SUMMER PROVING GOOD 
SEAOUN FOR THE RADIC 


Reception of Stations Far 
Distant Much Better 
Than in Winter. 


Chicago, July 24 (By A. P.) 
Summer time, long classed as a 


period in which distance radio re- 
ception was a fact in name only, 
slowly is bringing about a change 
in opinion among listening ex- 
perts. 

The present summer season, only 
a few weeks old, has been produc- 
tive of much better reception than 
was all of last winter when night 
after night local stations were all 
that could be received with any 
satisfaction. 

Numerous theories have been ad- 
vanced for the change. Among 
them was the statement that the 
diminishing of sunspots, so much 
in evidence last winter, has re- 
moved a magnetic blanket thai 
tended to smother radio. signals 
when coming from a greater dis- 
tance than 150 miles. Since the 
sun began its southward journey, 
a noticeable improvement in re- 
ception has been observed. Dis- 
tance stations that could not be log- 
ged last winter, with no local trans- 
mitters in operation, can now be 
brought in with a powerful nearby 
station functioning. On local sil- 
ent periods this class of reception 
equals if it does not surpass the 
so-called ideal conditions of the 
winter. 

Low powered transmitters, main- 
ly operating on the lower wave- 
lengths where the inter-station in- 
terference is the greatest, were 
most difficult to bring in last win- 
ter. Now they tumble in almost on 
top of one another. 

One of the greatest drawbacks 
to ideal summer reception is the 
increased amount of static attrib- 
uted largely to thunderstorms. 
While static is ever in evidence, 
both in winter and summer, it dies 
out enough between summer thun- 
derstorms so as to leave many 
periods wherein conditions are as 
nearly ideal as could be hoped for. 

Another disturbance known as 
‘“‘fading,’’ wherein the signals come 
and go with varying intensity, this 
summer has been less of a mar to 
reception than the fading of last 
winter.

been given a ‘‘compulsory indefinite 
leave of absence.”’ 


Sold Secrets, It Was Charged. 


Following this startling develop- 
ment, divergent sections of the 
Czechoslovak press published long 
articles accusing Gen. Gaida of 
having sold the French military 
secrets to the soviets in 1920, al- 
most causing the capture of War- 
saw by the reds, and later of hav- 
ing divulged secrets concerning the 
production processes of the Skoda 
war plant at Pilsen, which is cen- 
tral Europe’s arsenal for the little 
entente. 

The deposed general’s friends 
and supporters of the Czech fascist 
movement now charge that their 
accusations were false and were 
framed up for the dual purpose of 
retaliation against Gen. Gaida for 
his execution of bolshevik prisoners 
when he was with Admiral Kol- 
chak in Siberia and also to subject 
him to public disgrace, remove him 
as a national hero of the republic 
and eliminate him as a popular 
leader in case a dictatorship suc- 
ceeds the parliament of the Bo- 
hemian republic.

The Napoleonic influence left Na- 
poleon avenue, Josephine street and 
a street for each of Napoleon’s vic- 
tories, Austerlitz, Jena, Cadiz, Con- 
stantinople and _ Berlin. Berlin 
passed during the world war, in fa- 
vor of Gen. Pershing street. 

Few of the Indian names are left, 
although one busy thoroughfare is 
still Tchoupitoulas. Americans are 
represented by Washington, Frank- 
lin, Adams, Jefferson, Monroe, Mad- 
ison, Gallatin, Henry Clay, Webster, 
Calhoun, Gen. Taylor, Scott and 
Claiborne streets. Jackson square 
and Jackson avenue honor the hero 
of New Orleans. 

Spanish governors also left their 
names -on streets, Galvez, Miro, 
Calvo, Salcedo, Carondelet and his 
wife, Baronne. 

Names inspired by religion in- 
clude St. Peter, St. Claude, Annun- 
ciation, St. Andrew, St. Mary, St. 
Meurice, St. Joseph and St. Anne. 

When plantations were made into 
city streets the names of children of 
old families were given, leaving to- 
day Octavia, Arabella, Joseph, 
Eleonore, Celeste, Robert, Adele and 
Amelia streets.

Another step in the far-reaching 
plans of L. F. Loree, to link the 
principal transportation gateways 
of the country, was taken yesterday 
with the filing of two applications 
with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to unite into a single sys- 
tem three major carriers of the 
Southwest. 

Approval of the two plans one 
providing for acquisition of stock 
control of the Missouri - Kansas- 
Texas (Katy) by the Kansas City 
Southern, and the other for assump- 
tion of similar control by the Katy 
of the St. Louis Southwestern (Cot- 
ton Belt) would mold into one big 
Operating system nearly 6,000 miles 
of track and approximately $600,- 
000,000 of working capital. The 
commission was requested to regard 
both applications as covering one 
general project and they be consid- 
ered together. 


Single Operating System Planned. 


The distinction between consoli- 
dation under common ownership 
and management, prohibited by 
law pending completion by the 
commission of final consolidation 
plans, and merging through stock 
control to operate as a single sys- 
tem, was emphasized in the Katy 
application, which explained’ it was 
for ‘‘acquisition, not involving con- 
solidation into a single system for 
ownership and operation,’’ of the 
Cotton Belt. 

Unlike the rejected Nickel Plate 
unification plan, which called for 
creation of a new company to as- 
sume control over five railroad 


units, and the issuance in some in- 
stances of nonvoting stock, the ap- | 
pications filed yesterday would) 
have one railroad acquire a sec- 
ond and the second take over a 
third, and all three, while retain- 
ing their corporate identities, 
grouped into a single operating sys- 
tem. 

One of the principal reasons for 
uniting the three roads was said 
to be the necessity for a grouping 
of the Southwestern carriers into 
a limited number of systems 80 ar- 
ranged as to provide for the great- 
est economies in operation and the 
most efficient service to the people. 


Purchase of Stock Proposed. 


The application of the Kansas 
City Southern, which now owns 
350.000 shares of Katy common 
stock for which it paid more than 
$11,000,000, declared that acquisi- 
tion would be by purchase or ex- 
change of sufficient additional | 
shares as to give it a working ma- | 
jority, while that of the Katy re-| 
quested authority to acquire the 
Cotton Belt by purchase of at least 
a numerical majority of its out- 
standing capital stock. 

Such control by the Katy would | 
be obtained by purchase from the | 
Kansas City Southern for $13,613.,- 
301 with interest at 5 per cent, of 
135,000 shares of preferred and 
20,000 shares of common stock of 
the Cotton Belt, pursuant to an 
agreement entered into Friday in 
New York between the Katy and 
Kansas City Southern and the Cen- 
tral Union Trust Co. The Katy 
also would purchase, at not more 
than $92 a share for preferred®and 
$74 for common, such additional 
shares of the Cotton Belt as would 
constitute a majority. 

‘May Petition Again. 

Under the agreement, the Katy in 
addition would acquire all rights of 
the Kansas City Southern to a re- 
duction of the purchase price of 
Cotton Belt shares bought from the 
Rock Island. Should it fail to ac- 
quire the needed additional shares 
at the terms mentioned, the Katy 
reserved the right to file another 
application with the commission. 

The Katy plan also provides for 
an immediate payment of $7,000,- 
000 with interest at 5 per cent, for 
the Kansas City Southern’s Cotton 
Belt stock, with the understanding 
that this amount shall be repaid 
and the stock returned if the com- 
mission disapproves the plan.

SLAVE TRADE FOUND 
IN AFRICAN PROVINCE 


Human Chattels Are Told 
Their Masters Have Right 
of Life or Death. 


July 24 (By A. P.).— 
Startling revelations of slave trade 
in the African province of Bechu- 
analand came out recently when 
Simon Ratsshoa, one of the native 
rinces of the largest tribe of Bam- 
angwatos, testified in his trial for 
an attempt to murder Chief Tsche- 
kedi. Simon said the Masawari 


slaves told him their masters have 
the power of life or death over 
them. The penalty for killing a 
slave is no more than for. killing 
sheep and cattle. The slaves said 
their masters beat, burn or shoot 
them if they run away and do not 
pay them for their work. The Ba- 
mankwatos force the Masarawi to 
go into the wild velds to steal Masa- 
wari children and bring them into 
slavery. 

The prince, during cross-examina- 
tion, said he has seen Masawari 
Slaves with reins around their necks 
being driven like horses, and has 
seen others burned at the stake, but 
that he did not dare to interfere be- 
cause the tribal headmen control 
the rich slave trade and really rule 
the country.

“The expenditure of $800,000 in 
behalf of William S. Vare, who got 
the nomination for United States 
senator, presents an immediate, vl- 
tal question of whether a republic 
can long endure when men are put 
in places of power by money rather 
than merit. Backers who advance 
colossal sums of course expect a re- 
turn. Under such conditions gov- 
ernment can not retain public confi- 
dence. 


Question Will Be Put. 


‘‘Every nominee for United States 
senator this year should be asked 
to state publicly before the Novem- 
ber election whether, in the event 
Vare succeeds at the polls, he would 
vote to seat him or any other man 
for whom an unconscionable cam- 
paign fund was employed.” 

The tariff ramks first as an issue, 
it is asserted, both because of the 
agricultural situation as well as be- 
cause of its bearing on excessive ex- 
penditures in senatorial campaigns.

AS 
an onlooker at these events he may 
be curious, but he can’t be induced 
to see that he is intensely con- 
cerned. 


Even Rich Pay No Taxes. 


Just before sundown we drove 
through a gate into a walled gar- 
den that was a riot of color. The 
house at the end was once a hunt- 
ing lodge, but is now the property 
of our host. He is what we would 
call. a gentleman farmer and owns 
considerable property. The cure and 
the mayor came to dine, and the 
debate around the long oak table 
was as illuminating as the vin de 
Bordeaux was enlivening. A small 
neighboring village of 1,400 inhabi- 
tants has seventeen millionatres, 
and not one pays a tax. An Aab- 
sentee landlord had just been down 
there after a lapse of many years. 
He found that in some instances 
his tenants, who were only paying 
him 10,000 francs, were making as 
much as 250,000 francs. So he has 
now determined to make them pay 
according to the size of the wheat 
crop. This harvest promises to be 
an excellent one, and already ap- 
proval has been given for an in- 
crease in the cost of flour. 

‘‘Mnfin!’’ exclaimed our host, ‘‘tax 
officials all over the world have dis- 
covered that the most difficult peo- 
ple to assess are the farmers, and 
the French Treasury has not yet 
found a way into the purses of the 
peasant.”’ 

Next day, as we bumped back to 
Paris, we discussed whether or not 
the only solution was a dictator, an- 
other Mussolini. But Italy was on 
the eve of a revolution when Musso- 
lini appeared! Must there be actual 
revolution in France to evolve a 
savior? 

As lovers of democracy let us 
hope that neither the revolution nor 
the dictator will be necessary.

age of 8 years emigrated to the 
United States with his parents. He 
was educated in American schools 
and colleges, receiving his degree of 
bachelor of laws from Kent College 
of Law, Chicago, and his master de- 
gree at American university in this 
city. 

After graduating in law Mr. Per- 
gler was admitted to the bar and 
practiced for a time in-Cresco, Iowa, 
and later in Chicago, where he at- 
tained a wide reputation as a news- 
paper man and writer. 


Entered Political Life. 


Later, he returned to his native 
country ,where he took an active 
part in political life and engaged in 
newspaper work. When the world 
war broke out he was among prom- 
inent leaders in the movement for 
Czechoslovakian independence and 
for liberation of all small nations 
included in the Austrian empire. 
He was a signer of the declaration 
of independence of Czechoslovakia 
in November, 1915, and launched 
the campaign that ultimately re- 
sulted in the freedom of his people. 

About that time he undertook a 
drive to convert the United States 
to the idea of liberating the op- 
pressed nations of central and east- 
ern Europe. He wrote many articles 
in newspapers and magazines of this 
and other countries and delivered 
lectures in many universities and 
before several national organiza- 
tions in America. 

In February, 1916, Mr. Pergler 
came to Washington to appear be- 
fore the Foreign Affairs committee 
of the House of Representatives 
which was then considering thecon- 
dition of small nationalities of 
Europe. He also delivered an ad- 
dress before the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science in 
Philadelphia and was official repre- 
sentative of the Czechoslovaks at 
the Congress of Small Nations, 
which was held in Washington in 
1917. 


Writer on Political a 


While in America before the end 
of the world war, Mr. Pergler pub- 
lished a number of pamphlets and 
papers, among which were ‘“Bo- 
hemia’s Claim for Independence,”’ 
‘‘Czechoslovak’s Hopes and Aspira- 
tions,’’ ‘‘Czéchoslovaks in the Pres- 
ent Crisis,” “‘The Heart of Europe,”’ 
and ‘Should Austria-Hungary 
Exist?’’ He was also the editor of 
the Czechoslovak Memoranduin 


=}which was presanted to President 


Wilson. 

The numbeF of organizations 
addressed by Mr. Pergler in the 
United States during and after the 
world war runs into hundreds; 
among them was the Chautauqua 
assembly at Chautauqua, N. Y., be- 
fore which he appeared in August, 
1919. 

During the stay in the United 
States of Prof. T. G. Masaryk, 
president of the Czechoslovak re- 
public, Mr. Pergler acted as his 
secretary and uyon recognition of 
the Czechoslovak national council 
as the future representative of the 
government of the republic, he was 
commissioned by the council as its 
delegate tw ihe iyz#ed States, later 
on being appointai commissioner of 
the republic in this country. 


Later Envoy to Japan. 


After the successful completion 
of his mission in America, Mr. 
Pergler was appointed Minister to 
Japan, where his services were re- 
quired because of complications 
arising from the presence of the 
Czechoslovak army in Siberia. 

Three years ago Mr. Pergler re- 
turned to his homeland to deliver a 
series of lectures on the United 
States with the view of making his 
people better acquainted with the 
methods and ideals of the Ameri- 
can nation. 

Although noted as a diplomat 
and patriot, Mr. Pergler is as well 
known as an educator and author. 
Long before the entry of the 
United States into the world war 
he had attained an international 
reputation as an expert in political 
science and economics, Among his 
earliest literary efforts was the 
“Life of Wendell Phillips’’ in Bo- 
hemian and a handbook of civics 
for the use of Bohemian immt- 
grants. The latter work has become 
familiar to evéry Czech arriving in 
this country and serves as a guide 
to the intricacies of American life 
and institutions. 


Author of Several Books.. 


Among his other writings which 
are better known are three which 
were publ?fshed in Prague between 
1922 and 1926. These are ‘‘Toward 
the National State,’’ which is a col- 
lection of addresses and articles de- 
livered or written in the United 
States during the latter years of 
the war; ‘‘America and Czecho- 
slovak Independence,” a ten-chap- 
ter work describing the part of 
America in the liberation of the 
Bohemian people, and containing a 
special chapter on Woodrow Wil-|-— 
son; “The American Constitutional 
System,’ a lawyer's conception of 
American institutions based on lec- 
tures delivered by Mr, Pergler in 
Czechoslovakia three years ago, 

In coming to National university, 
Mr. Pergler brings a wide knowl- 
edge of international politics and 
economics.

Most Destructive of All In- 
sects to Trees Suffers 
Through Deficiency. 


WASTAGE IN HIS LABOR 
MAY REACH TWO-THIRDS 


Habits Minutely Studied by 
J. M. Aldrich, of the 
Smithsonian. 


The only thing which prevents 
the Sauva or leaf-cutting ant from 
practically overrunning agriculture 
in Central and South American 
countries is its lack of an efficiency 
system, according to observations 
made of the insects’ habits by J. M. 
Aldrich, head of the division of in- 
sects of the Smithsonian institution, 


in a trip this summer through 
Guatemala. 

This ant, it is claimed, is the 
most destructive insect on earth. 
One prominent scientist has _ esti- 
mated that it causes a damage of 
$1,000,000,000 a year. In his study 
of the ant’s habits, however, Mr. 
Aldrich observed an efficiency wast- 
age which he estimated at from 
one-half to two-thirds of all their 
labor. 

Strange to say, the efficiency 
wastage is the result largely of the 
lack of any definite traffic plan. At 
other times it is caused by com- 
petition, obstinacy and intrusion 
into the business of another ant by 
a fellow worker. 

The Sauva ant is primarily a 
woodsman. He kills trees, but 
touches not the wood. His cutting 
is confined to leaves. According to 
Mr. Aldrich, there is an army of 
leaf cutters that go into the trees, 
and another that picks up the 
pieces on the ground, 

In the roadway which the ants 
have prepared from the tree to the 
bed, however, they are forever get- 
ting mixed up, with the result that 
the even stream is continually in- 
terrupted, Mr. Aldrich observed. 
Ants will tug with each other over 
a large piece of leaf, and a great 
deal of confusion results. 

The ants do not eat the leaves. 
They form a compost with them 
that nourishes a fungus growth, 
and it is this fungus that composes 
their food. 


POSTAL RATES FIXED 
ON HOTEL-ROOM KEYS 


Absent-Minded Guest May 
Now Merely Drop It in 
Mailbox for Return. 


Hotel owners in future will wor- 
ry no more when an absent-minded 
guest goes off with a room key. The 


worry is lifted from the hotel own- 
ers’ shoulders by a recent bit of leg- 
islation, which provides for return 
of keys by mail, according to an 
announcement yesterday by Clifford 
Lewis, president of the Lewis Hotel 
Training school. 

The law provides for fixed postal 
rates on hotel room keys, equipped 
with metal or fiber tags at 5 cents 
for each 2 ounces or fraction there- 
of, to be collected on delivery. In 
future when a guest goes off with 
a hotel room key,:-he merely has to 
place it in a mail box and it will be 
returned to the hotel.

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CHALLENGE TO JURY 
THREATENS SERIOUS 
RESULTS IF UPHELD 


Convictions by Present Body 
Open to Appeal if Court 
sustains Motion. 


AUTOISTS FORCED TO 
WAIT UNTIL OCTOBER 


Lawyer Contends Panel Was 
Illegally Drawn Under the 
New District Code. 


Serious complications are liable 
to follow if a challenge of the 
legality of the jury, now sitting in 
police court, filed yesterday by 
Bertrand Emerson, jr., is upheld 


when the motion is heard before 
Judge Isaac R Hitt Tuesday. 

All convictions obtained with the 
present jury since July 3 will be 
open to appeal on a writ of error, 
and no legally constituted jury 
will be obtainable before October. 
If the motion is upheld, persons 
charged with serious offenses in 
violation of the traffic act will 
have to wait until October for jury 
trial and will be deprived of the 
use of their permits to drive dur- 
ing that time with no recourse ex- 
cepting trial before a judge. 

Emerson contends that under the 
new amendment to the _ District 
code, approved July 3, juries are 
required to be drawn before the 
first Mondays in January, April, 
July and October. He holds that 
the present jury was convened 
illegally as the time for the 
choosing for the jury should have 
been July 5 and the drawing of 
jurors should have been held ten 
days previous to that date under 
the amendment. 


Situation Serious. 


Assistant District Attorney Ralph 
Given, who is in charge of prosecu- 
tions in the police court, yesterday 


said that he would rather not com- 
ment upon the action, but admitted 
that a serious situation would arise 
in the police court if Emerson’s 
motion is granted. 

Other members of the District 
attorney’s office were equally as 
noncommittal in discussing the mo- 
tion. The motion is believed to 
have acted much in the manner of 
a bombshell to the presecnting 
branch of the court. Judges also 
refused to make any statement on 
the situation. It is rumored that 
a meeting of the judges to discuss 
the question will be held Monday. 

District Attorney Peyton Gordon 
made light of the matter yesterday. 
He said that the jury was drawn 


under the old law and that the 
code provides for the impaneling 
of new jurors when the supply runs 
out. Emerson says, however, that 
the new code supersedes the old 
law and that the jury is therefore 
illegal. 


City Asked to Wash 
Courthouse Outside 


United States Marshal Snyder 
yesterday asked the District com- 
missioners to instruct the fire de- 
partment to “wash down” the court 
house as it does the Capitol each 
year, 7 

The commissioners will pass o 
the request Tuesday at their semi- 
weekly meeting, following which, if 
they concur, as expected, a fire en- 
gine and hose will be ordered to the 
court house to wash the exterior of 
the’building.

IN TAXICAB RULES 


Police Department Asked to 
Bring Its Code Into Line; 


| Maximum Rates.

yesterday submitted to the police 
department changes in the police 
regulations governing taxicabs, to 
bring the police code into line with 
the rules adopted by the commission 
when it recently took jurisdiction 
over regulation of hackers. 

Tariffs to be charged by cabs are 
not fixed by the commission, on the 
theory that competition is suffi- 
ciently keen to make it unneces- 
sary. The commission does, how- 
ever, suggest that the police code 
contain a schedule of maximum 
taxicab charges, thirty cents for the 
first third of a mile and ten cents 
for each third of a mile thereafter, 
with twenty cents additional per 
trip each for second and third pas- 
sengers. 

The commsision also asks the po- 
lice department to concur in having 
the code specify that the commis- 
sion, instead of the superintendent 
of weights, measures and markets, 
control the inspection of meters. 


No Funds Available 
For Unknown’s Tomb 


Authorization without appropria- 
tion will delay completion of the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier at 
Arlington National cemetery, While 
Congress, at its last session, au- 
thorized Secretary of War Davis 
to obtain plans for completion of 
the tomb and an appropriation of 
$50,000 for the work, Maj. Gen, B. 
Ik’, Cheatham, quartermaster gen- 
eral, finds no funds appropriated 
even to meet expenses for adver- 
tisement for designs, and all he can 
do is prepare regulations governing 
the competition. 

Their issuance to bidders will be 
withheld, however, until Congress 
appropriates the money necessary 
for designs and construction. The 
design must be approved by the 
Arlington cemetery, American bat- 
tle monuments and fine arts com- 
missions.

plebéian synonym, neuralgia. 
it pains just as much. Since it is 
most common in the face and is' 
|caused by thesnerve that supplies | 
| the sensation to the teeth, an exam- 
ination of the teeth and _ proper 
| treatment ‘afterwards often  sup-| 
| plies the cure. 

In neuralgia there is pain and 
tenderness along the track of the 
nerve. There. must me some mole- 
cular change in its substance that 
causes this pain, but what it is has 
never been clearly found out and 
demonstrated. 

Pain travels along this 
much as sound travels along a tele- 
phone wire. Because the connec- 
tions and ramifications of the nerve 
lead to the teeth, ear and other 
parts of the head, pain which be- 
gins in one place may be trans- 
mitted to another. This instead of 
having toothache, one may have an 
earache or general ‘‘face-ache’”’ 
caused by a tooth. 

The cause is often difficult to 
ifind, and, as in the following case, 
the X-ray performs an invaluable 
service. 
bled with ringing and pain in the 
left ear was referred by an ear spe- 
cialist to’a dentist. Examination of 
the patient’s mouth revealed that 
the upper third molar was missing. 

An X-ray picture showed that the 
tooth was impacted and would not 


jcome out on the paw in the way it 


should. When it was removed, 
ear trouble ceased. 

The teeth aren’t always the cause 
of. facial neuralgia. A woman pa- 
tient came to her dentist because 
she had a definite pain in a certain 
tooth. She insisted on having it ex- 
tracted, though the dentist strongly 
urged against it. 

It came out, and the pain disap- 
peared, but only-for a short time, 
for it returned to the neighbor of 
the extractéd tooth. She wanted 
this painmaker extracted. Had the 
dentist carried out her request, she 
would have eventually had adl of 
her teeth extracted without secur- 
ing relief. 

Careful examination discovered 
the trouble which caused her tooth- 
ache to be located higher up in the 
nerve trunk. With this knowledge, 
the proper treatment was employed 
so that éventually she was cured. 

Another type of neuralgia is that 
due to an infection of the branches 
of\the trifacial nerve. This nerve, 
by the way, begins in the brain and 
ravels thé entire course in the head, 
supplying vitality to all the teeth, 
the jaws and the muscles in the 
head that are connected with the 
teeth. 

A girl patient had & definite pain 
in the cheek below the right eye. 
The cheek became inflamed and 
there was constant pain. She had 
varied types of treatment, both med- 
ical and dental, but with little suc- 
cess. All nervous ailments are diffi- 
cult to diagnosis, and this was no 
exception. 

As a last resort, she was referred 
to a dental clinic. There it was dis- 
covered that her jaw was infected 
and that pain was traveling along 
and lodging in the cheek. This in- 
fected ‘bone was removed, and the 
patient eventually became well. 

These cases illustrate a few of the 
minor types of neuralgia that are 
associated with the face. The pain 
is localized, and is always on the 
same side as the tooth. It is not 
constant, but intermittent, and is

It often happens that a pitcher’s 
work is studious and correct, 
but lucky or scratch hits ruin tt. 
Then, again, some may say that 
poor. pitching means good hit- 
ting and that good hitting indt- 
cates weak pitching. 


What I mean to convey by these 
figures, however, is that if a ball 
club has a staff of good, steady, re- 
liable pitchers it amounts to 65 per 
cent of the fight. It being easier to 
get good hitters than really good 
pitchers, I have rated the hitting 
problem as of 35 per cent impor- 
tance. Fielding is so uniformly

jor league ball players is taken into 
consideration that I have rated it as 
of 15 per cent in importance to 
well organized ball club. ' 

Very likely some will take issue 
with me over this rating. In fact, I 
heard one veteran player say that 
pitching is practically the whole 
thing, because the hitting merely re- 
flects the class of the pitching. He 
went so far as tO make pitching 75 
per cent, luck 20 per cent and fleld- 
ing 5 per cent. A club equipped 
that way he insisted, would bring 
home the bacon. 

But to realize the importance of 
well-balanced pitching, just consider 
the Reds or any of the other clubs 
that have had a good supply of it. 
Notice, for example, what Shaute 
has done for Cleveland; Root for 
the Cubs; Rhem for the Cardinals, 
and Pennock for the Yanks. 

With the Eastern clubs all en- 
couraged over «heir showing in the 
West and the Westerners coming 
right in for another siege immedi- 
ately the East should be a lively 
battle ground for two weeks. Out 
West the American league clubs are 
getting set for a fresh assault on 
the Yanks.

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POLITICS IN IOWA. 


There is a logical explanation of this 
year’s politics in Iowa. It lies in the eco- 
nomic development of the State between 
1880 and 1900. Experience shows that 
politics run parallel with economics; that 
is, the pokitical views of any State or 
community are determined largely by 
economics. 

Between 1860 and 1880, despite exhor- 
tations that crops should be diversified, 
Iowa farmers drifted into corn as a spe- 
cialty, and early suffered the conse- 
quences. During the ten years beginning 
with 1880, the price of corn per bushel in 
Iowa, fluctuated between 44 cents in 1881 
to 19 cents in 1889. Farmers who were 
feeding corn to hogs discovered that in 
December, 1890, hogs sold at a lqwer 
price in Chicago than at any time since 
September, 1879. Those who continued 
to grow wheat found the price declining 
from $1.00 a bushel in 1881 to 68 cents 
in 1889. The market price of cattle de- 
clined more than 30 per cent between 
1885 and 1890. 

This decline in the prices of farm prod- 
ucts, due entirely to economic causes, 
supply and demand, meant an increase in 
the commodity value of debts and a de- 
cline in the purchasing power of corn and 
wheat. Farm mortgages were heavier to 
bear. 

The expanding railroad interests play- 
ed an important role in the politics of 
Iowa. High and often unjust State and 
local taxes constituted a burden, increas- 
ing from $11,000,000 in 1881 to $15,- 
000,000 in 1889. Many farmers were 
paying taxes on mortgaged property. 
Agricultural wealth did not increase as 
rapidly as industrial wealth. 

These evils were economic, whereas 
the farmers thought they were political. 
Hence ‘farmers’ organizations, third 
parties and reform groups became popu- 
lar. The Iowa Farmers alliance, with 
Albert B. Cummins, its chief attorney, 
became powerful. Out of this movement 
grew the Iowa Greenback party with 
James B. Weaver a national leader of 
both the Greenback and, later, the Popu- 
list party. The cry was: “Let us have 
more greenbacks and more prosperity,” 
and “government loans that will kill the 
mortgage business.” 

The Iowa Greenback party represented 
a farmers’ movement. Formed in 1876, 
the year of 8-cent corn and low wheat 
yield and agricuitural depression, it 
developed great strength. Weaver and 
Gillette were elected to Congress by a 
Democratic-Greenback fusion. From 
1888 to 1891 the Iowa Farmers’ alliance 
controlled the State legislature; and in 
1890 demanded that Gov. Larrabee suc- 
ceed Allison in the Senate. The power of 
the alliance elected Boise governor, who 
was opposed to the Republican tariff 
policy. Gov. Boise took up the cause of 
“tariff reform” asserting that “protec- 
tion is checking foreign demand for 
American farm products and keeping 
down the price of grain.” This is pre- 
cisely the claim made now. | 

Agrarian unrest resulted in the Popu- 
list, or Peoples’ party, in 1891, in which 
Iowa was a leader. Weaver was nomi- 
nated for President in 1892 in the Omaha 
convention. He was the forerunner of 
Bryan. Iowa political reformers led in 
the demand that “debtors be allowed to 
pay their debts in the money of the con- 
stitution.” Many old-time Republicans 
in Iowa declared for “free silver coin- 
aze.”” Lack of money, they said, was the 
cause of the panic.

I] Tevere, of Rome, an ex- 
treme fascist newspaper, charges that it 
is the plan of the United States to force 
its war debtors, in the event they default 
in meeting the terms of their debt settle- 
ments, to turn over their colonial posses- 
sions in liquidation of their obligations. 

The United States demanded no share 
in the spoils of war when the treaty of 
peace was being prepared. It is incon- 
ceivable that any intelligent European 
today can think that attitude would be 
reversed in the future. This country has 
all the colonial problems it cares for, and 
the leniency shown in negotiating the 
various debt settlements make such a 
contingency impossible. 

Denunciation of this government as a 
“shylock” and the ill-considered utter- 
ances of Mr. Winston Churchill concern- 
ing the British settlement has brought a 
number of important English journals to 
the defense of the United States in edi- 
torials deprecating attacks upon the 
United States in parliament and British 
newspapers.

All the members save one agree that 
Sir Hugh believed that his codicil was an 
amendment of his will in the correct form. 
With such a basis of agreement, the com- 
mittee would naturally be expected to 
recommend legislation to give effect to 
Sir Hugh’s admitted intentions. So far 
from giving such advice to parliament, the 
committee thinks it would be improper to 
have a public act of parliament for the 
purpose. To the fears that a grave legal 
precedent might thus be set up we reply 
that the whole circumstances are unpre- 
cedented. Had the codicil been made in 
the trenches, it would be admitted in law; 
and Sir Hugh Lane’s document was signed 
when he was .going upon a dangerous 
voyage at a time when the life of a 
traveler on the high seas was not worth an 
hour’s purchase. 


At a specially convened meeting of the 
governors of the National Gallery of Ire- 
land, held recently, a resolution was unan- 
imously adopted, which expressed dis- 
appointment “that the desire of the late 
Sir Hugh Lane that his collection of pic- 
tures should be given to Ireland has not 
been carried into effect,” and urged upon 
the Free State government the ‘“neces- 
sity of taking steps to secure by diplo- 
matic action the return of the pictures.”

Sir Hugh Lane’s omission to have his 
signature to the codicil duly witnessed 
has thus led to the bringing up of a far 
graver matter than the mere ownership 
of his pictures. On the latter ppint, the 
case made for Ireland is so good, and the 
intention of the testator as to the final 
disposition of his property is so plain, 
that no one will be surprised if the Brit- 
ish parliament will, with its customary 
fairness, override the technicality pre- 
sented by its committee, and initiate leg- 
islation for the restoration of the Lane 
collection to the capital of the Irish Free 
State.

Heretofore. upon failure of an offi- 
cer to qualify professionally on ex- 
amination before a supervisory 
board at or near his station, he was 
ordered to Washington for further 
examination before the statutory 
board. This practice resulted in a 
somewhat large charge against the 
transportation funds. 

A survey of the situation has dis- 
closed the fact that 99 per cent of 
the officers found not qualified on 
the first examination were success- 
ful in the reexamination before the 
statutory board. That being the 
ease, it has been decided to direct 
examination before another 
supervisory board at or near the 
officer's station, with a_ resulting 
saving in mileage expenditure. Fur- 
ther, the necessity for the absence 
of the officer from his place of duty 
while coming to and retarning from 
Washington will be avoided. 

The necessity for examination be- 
fore a statutory board in case of 
failure on examination before a 
supervisory board is occasioned by 
the law, and it is an officer's right 
to be ordered before ae statutory, 
board before he is reported as fail 
ing in examination for promotion.

What to Do for the Hair Itself. 


Practically all prematurely gray 
hair today is bobbed, but the most 
successful examples are those that 
are not too severe. Black or brown 
hair looks all right when worn 
straight, but, unless one possesses 
extraordinary distinction, a gray: 
coiffure in clear-cut lines is not so 
good as one a little softer, a little 
more fluffy. Not the hard marcel, 
of course—-that would be to change 
one’s youth immediately into well- 
preserved middle age. - 

Gray or white hair, needless to 
say, must be kept immaculate. It 
must be shampooed oftener, the 
shampoo to be followed by a rins- 
ing in the pale purple fluids that 
hairdressers employ, or the hum- 
bler bluing solution that you can 
make yourself, just as you would 
make it for bluing handkerchiefs. 
For those whose hair isn’t far 
enough along in the graying proc- 
ess to be truly decorative, there is 
a special tonic to hasten the loss of 
color. 


Make-Up With Gray Hair. 

During this gradual change in 
the hair, there is a corresponding 
change in the skin, and no woman 
whose hair is whitening should neg- 
lect to reassess herself every so 
often. It may be that the orange 
rouge or the purplish lipstick that 
has been used without thought are 
all out of key with the new gamut 
of colors. It may be that the old 
face powder is quite wrong. These

When the hair is finally white, 
one becomes, indeed, an arresting 
type, and the thing is to play up 
the fragility, the romance, the sug- 
gestion of the marquise of the 
patches and powder period that the 
picture gives.

to Schoolgir Critic. 


WET AND DRY QUESTIONS 
FAIL TO GIVE HIM WORRY 


Decidedly Outspoken on His 
Ability to “Take It or 
Leave It Alone.” 


Tokyo, July 24 (By A. P.).—Ja- 
pan’s new premier focuses public 
attention wherever he goes, but not 
because his personal appearance is 
especially agreeable to the eye or 
that he possesses any particular 
charm of manner. 

On the contrary, he rather prides 
himself upon being about the home- 
liest man of his country. 

It is his extreme youth that puts 
him into the calcium light, and this 
alone that prompts such speculation 
as there may be of his qualification 
for high office. 


Barely Turned Sixty-one. 


Reijiro Wakatsuki, successor to 
the late Count Kato as head of gov- 
ernment, has barely turned 61. In 
Japan age comes before beauty, and 
there is some concern among the 
ultraconservatives whether Wakat- 
suki will prove capable of coping 
with the tremendous problems of 
state. 


Prince Saionji, the last of the 
elder statesmen who have always 
been “the power 


behind = the'

throne,”’ is 90 years old. The late 
Premier Kato was 67, and many 
believed even he had not attained 
the years of discretion. Most of 
the other premiers have been men 
pasf 70. 
Takes it Good-Naturedly. 

The premier takes his lack of 
pulchritude good-naturedly, and on 
one occasion made it the subject of 
acknowledgment. A Tokyo news- 


paper printed a story to the effect 
that a class of girl students visited 
the last session of the diet and were 
required to write essays on their ex- 
perience. Nearly all of the essays 
dwelt upon his excellency’s homeli- 
ness. 

Mr. Wakatsuki said, however, 
that ‘‘beauty is as beauty does,’ 
and emphatically stated that his 
ministry would not resign because 
of his unhandsome countenance. 

Mr. Kakatsuki derives consider- 
able personal satisfaction out of 
the fact that Japan is not concerned 
at present with wet and dry ques- 
tions. Whether one shall use alco- 
holic stimulants is not a national 
issue. The new premier is said to 
be rather outspoken on his ability 
to “take it or leave it alone” and 
his supporters hale this quality as 
a talent likely to add to his popu- 
larity in official life. 


Drinks Sake and Liquors. 


He drinks sake, the Japanese na- 
tional beverage, and liquors when- 
ever the thirst is upon him. His 
ability to ‘drink right along with 
the rest of the boys’’ rates him ace- 
high among the Japanese. 

Premier Wakatsuki was born in 
a samurai family of low rank. In 
his youth he was a primary school 
teacher drawing a monthly salary 
of 3% yen. Later he came to 
Tokyo and entered the Imperial 
University of Tokyo, from which he 
was graduated in 1892. He then 
became a revenue Officer, later en- 
tered the finance office and was 
gradually promoted to finance min- 
ister. He then became home minis- 
ter. 

The premier’s life is a happy one. 
He has one daughter who married 
his private secretary and his only 
son is employed in a Tokyo bank. 
He is a skilled archer.

‘WORK RED GRO SEGA 


Mansfield, Ohio, Center of 
Blue Ribbon Children, 
Will “Carry On.” 


OTHER CITIES FOLLOWING | 


Mansfield, Ohio, July 24 (By A. 
P.).—Mansfield has been an attrac- 
tion for child health workers of 
the world for the last six years and 
atthough it no longer is in the gen- 
eral limelight the work which di- 
rected attention here is being car- 
ried on just the same. 

On April 20, 1920, the city was 
selected by the American Red Cross 
and the National Child Health asso- 
ciation as a center to develop ‘‘blue 
ribbon children,’’ in a six-year ex- 
periment. 

The procedure consisted simply 
of teaching elementary school chil- 
dren principles of right living— 
regular bathing, regular teeth 
brushing, regular eating and sleep- 
ing and the like. 

When they reached a certain 
stage of perfection, as attested by 
Physicians and dentists, each re- 
ceived a blue ribbon. Four thou- 
sand children have been so tagged. 

In the six years, there was al- 
most a constant procession of 
health workers from the United 


States and foreign countries to see 
how the project worked out. The | 
national organizations considered | 


results so excellent that. five other || 


demonstrations immediately were | 
opened in various sections of the' 
country. 

The experiment permeated Mans-

HOW PLANTS ARE WORKED 


Santa Maria, Calif., July 24 (By 
A. P.).—Tests of Esthonian oil 
shale, completed at the plant of the 
N-T-U Co. near here, have proved 
that oil-bearing rock from the Bal- 
tic region is nearly twice as rich in 
crude oil content and possible re- 
covery as American shale. 

The tests have called attention to 
the fact that for the first time in 
the history of the oil industry crude 
oil is being extracted from shale at 
a cost that enables it to compete 
‘commercially with oil from wells. 
| The N-T-U plant is near deposits 
lof oil-bearing rock which Guy C. 
Riddell, Eastern manager of the 
company, describes as virtually un- 
limited in extent with light over- 
burden so placed as to permit min- 
ing by steam shovel. 

The workings are on a bench 
from which the shale, after being 
crushed is carried by gravity to the 
processing plant. In retorts the 
shale is heated by what is known as 
the internal combustion method. 
For nearly a century: crude oil 
(has been obtained from shale nota- 
ibly in Scotland, by combustion 
|method, but it has been external 
combustion, a process too expen- 
sive to make production feasible ex- 
cept for experimental purposes. 

The Santa Maria retorts are steel 
cylinders 11 feet in diameter and 
24 feet high, lined with fire brick. 
Fire built on top of the mass of 
shale burns downward. A _ fan 
draws downward the gasses gener- 
jated, distilling oil passes from the 
‘bottom of the retort into storage 
tanks. The gas passes into con- 
densers where it is dehydrated, 
cleaned and cooled. From it ad- 
ditional oil is extracted. 

As the combustion nears the bot- 
tom of the retort pyrometers indi- 
cate a rise in temperature and com- 
pletion of the process. The spent 
shale is dumped in chutes into rail- 
road cars, to be made into fire 
brick and insulating brick. 

The assays of the Esthonian 
shale showed an oil content of 75 
gallons to the ton, of which 80 to 
90 per cent is extractable. Five hun- 
dred tons were shipped here for the 
test. American shale generally as- 
Bays about 42 gallons to the ton. 
The quality of the oil in each case 


is equal in every essential to that of 
crude petroleum.

TO PREVENT IVY POISONING 
AFTER BEING EXPOSED. 


‘NAIR recommends washing 
M with 5 per cent chloride of 
iron dissolved in a mixture 
of equal parts water and alcohol. 
The resinous poison is neutralized 
by the iron. If fron chloride is not 
available, any other salt or iron will 
do—-even iron rust. 
If a person is going on a camp- 
ing, hunting, or fishing trip he 
might take along some of this solu- 
tion. If a person is without it and 
has been exposed he can _ look 
around until he finds a_ piece of 
rusty iron and a little water. The 
rust can be washed from the iron 
and the watery quspendion of iron 
used as a wash. 


All exposed parts of the skin 
should be washed with some iron 
solution, after which plenty of soap- 
suds and water should be used. It 
is true that soap has some ability 
to neutralize the poison and more 
power to remove it, but the best 
practice consists in first neutraliz- 
ing with iron and then washing 
with soap. 

Garments, including gloves and 
shees. that have been contaminated 
are to be removed and washed in 
the same way.

With rare exceptions nobody dies 
from poison ivy. The itching is 
so intolerable that the poor wretch 
may wish to die, but no such luck! 

More than that, it is not a seri. 
ous sickness. Then what is the 
objective of treatment? To stop 
the itching and let nature cure the 
disease. 

The affected parts are washed 
with the iron solution, dried, and 
then covered with a layer of paraf- 
fin. This can he melted at a low 
temperature and poured on just 
befdre it cools, or it can be applied 
as a paraffin tissue. After being 
well covered with paraffin the itch- 
ing is not very bad. In some very 
oozy cases the paraffin dressing 
needs to be changed daily. 

All of this is from Dr. McNair, 
who knows more than any one else 
about poison ivy and its nefarious 
work.

Mrs. A. B. writes: Is it possible 
for a child to have scarlet fever 
when his temperature is normal? 
He had only a [little rash on his 
body, but feels and acts as well as 
a normal person. :

My guess is that your child has 
a rash due to the diet. 

There is scarlet fever with fever 
and sore throat but no rash. 

It is possible that some day we 
will find that there are _ scarlet 
fever carriers; that is, well people 
capable of spreading scarlet fever. 
But if there is such a combination 
as rash, no fever, no sore throat, 
no sickness of any kind, due to‘ 
scariet fever, we do not know of it.

A campaign against musical 
ignorance among college presidents 
is one of the suggestions brought 
back by Jerome Swinford, the con- 
cert barytone, after a season of 
recitals in leading,colleges and uni- 
versities. 

The presidents of colleges do not, 
as a rule, favor the inclusion of 
music as a part of the general 
schéme of education, says Mr. Swin- 
ford. ‘‘The reason for this,’’ he ex- 
plains, ‘‘seems to lie in their ignor- 
ance and inexperience regarding its 
cultural value, as well as their feel- 
ing that music is a mere language 
of the emotions and hence imprac- 
tical, effeminate and nonintellec- 
tual. 

‘Yet it is undoubtedly true that 
the study of music, seriously under- 
taken, tends to make college stu- 
dents more thorough in all their 
studies, more persistent and better 
able to cope with their difficulties. 
It improves their memory, speeds 
up their thinking, and gives them 
an ability to grasp ideas readily. 

‘‘Miss Esther Dale has said that 
music is the fourth primary neces- 
sity of mankind, 
ately after food, clothing and shel- 
ter. No one can\hope to have gen- 
uine culture and & broad education 
without a knowledke of music. The 
greater part of the Nfe of most peo- 
ple is necessarily given-up to mate- 
rial things, but this only increases 
the need for those @lements which 
ingpire and lift the mind. This in- 
spiration nothing can give more 
perfectly than good music. :

a vast difference of opinion, it is 
well to be informed on the motives 
and ambitions of the leading figures 
in this movement. The leadership 
of the so-called modern art move- 
ment is universally awarded to Paul 
Cezanne, who was born in Aix of 
French parentage in 1839. Cezanne 
went to Paris as a young man. 
was influenced for a time by 
well-known contemporary painters, 
Courbet, Manet and Pissarro. He 
soon, however, came to the conclu- 
sion that the work of the impres- 
sionists was of a superficial nature 
in their treatment of light and 
shade. He came to realize more than 
the fleeting aspect of light, or the 
photographie niceties practiced in 
the acadejiies. His painting was 
three dimensional. He had depth 
and solidity as well as the surface 
qualities of atmosphere. ‘This feel- 
ing for the solidity of objects was 
more pronounced with him than 
with any of his predecessors and 
contcmporaries and he gave it full 
power of expression through mas- 
tery of color. Pure vibrant color 
was the means by which he achieved 
forms of a simple grandeur that 
brought his painting close to ab- 
straction. 

In the present collection he is rep- 
'-esented by ‘The Basket of Apples.”’ 
This painting shows Cezanne’s su- 
premacy in still life and wag chosen 
by Maurice Dennis for the ceiling of 
the Petit Palais in Paris.

SIGN LANGUAGE, — by 
William Tompkins (William 
Tompkins, San Diego, Calif.). 
Those of us who know our early 

American history will be deeply in- 

terested in this book on the first 

universal American language, 
through which those brave souls 

Who did and dared to venture on 

the uncharted seas to reach a new 

land, communicated with the In- 
dian braves of early days. The 
sign language is a genuine Indian 
language of great antiquity and not, 
as many people believe, a hastily 

constructed one originated as a 

means of communication with 

strangers from over the seas. 

It has beauty, an imagery and 
the grace we moderns attribute to 
Delsarte’s teachings. In reality it 
goes back into the centuries. [t is 
the foremost gesture language the 
world has ever produced. Not only 
is there beauty,of motion and real 
significance in every sign, but the 
great element of dignity which is 
a characteristic of the American 
Indian. 

In glancing over the carefully 
prepared illustrations and charts, it 
is a startling fact that in each of 
the signs as shown so graphically 
by two hands actually making the 
sign, that is so easy to discern 
just why each is used. We have 
often seen expressive hands uncon- 
sciously, perhaps, working in unit- 
son with the mind, but never as 
vividly as in this Indian sign lan- 
guage. 

The author learned this language 
as a boy when he lived on the edge 
of the Sioux Indian reservation in 
Dakota Territory. He worked on a 
cow ranch and associated with the 
Indians. His boyhood ingterest in 
the sign language developed with 
his years and he has made a care- 
ful study of this ancient art by con- 
tinued investigation with the Black- 
Cheyenne, Sioux, Arapahoe 
and other Indian tribes of sign talk- 
ing ability. |

Mr. Mencken 
is a charming gentleman personal- 
ly, a unique, daring personality, a 
sort of Alfred Henry Lewis, of Bal- 
timore, but without the stark inde- 
pendence of spirit of Lewis. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Mencken is so 
bound fast by his own inhibitions 
that he can not survive the test of 
time as a liberator of human souls. 

There is a Hearst-like method in 
Mr. Mencken’s diatribes. He paints 
his charges in huge headlines and 
lets the love of the sensational and 
the short-sighted censors and re- 
formers of public morals do the 
rest. 

Mr. Sherman is not blind to this 
phase of Mr. Mencken’s literary 
character. In unqualified lan- 
guage, which should bring down 
upon his head the unbottled wrath 
of the sage of Baltimore, he says 
of H. L. M. that ‘He rarely faces 
an adversary, he never argues, he 
never meets a point and he never 
uses one. The only weapons em- 
ployed by this champion of the 
civilized minority are bricks and 
cabbages. But as he hurls these 
missiles at phantoms and puppets 
of his own ingenious manufacture, 
which generally bear .no resem- 
blance to the persons whose names 
he affixes to them, little blood is 
spilled.’’

In order to make the shower 
more attractive suppose we try out 
the idea advanced by many, namely, 
to bring the shower head down 
where it will strike the shoulders of 
the person bathing and keep the} 
shower within the confines of the 
tub witbout the use of a curtain. 

Several showers of this principle | 
were installed and tried out by the} 
writer. It was found that if the 
head is made small enough, slightly 
adjustable, and placed at about 
shoulder height, there is for many 
n added pleasure in taking shower 
beths. When the proper adjustment 
of the head is made in the instances 
referred to above, the water was 
confined entirely to the bathtub. In- 
quiries have brought to light 
faci thet many people object 
showcr baths for the same reason 
the writer did. After using the 
showers described above they be- 
came enthusiastic about shower 
baths. 


Lowering of Heads. 


Why, therefore, should there 
be a way grovided for 
these heads to shoulder height for 
those who want them that way? 
More shower baths would be sold if 
this were done asl bathing would 
become more popular. 

It takes only from 1 to 2 
utes to take a shower bath, 
consumes at least 10 to 
to take a bath ina tub. There is no 
reduction in the appliances to be 
used. Both the tub and the shower 
head are needed, only the location 
of the latter might be changed to 
suit certain people. 

One of the objections against 
the present shower bath installation 
is that most shower heads are far 
too large, discharging more water 
than actually needed for a shower 
bath. Tests have proved that 3 to 5 
gallons of water per minute are am- 
pel for a shower bath. Some of the 
present showers discharge from 10 
to 12 gallons of water per minute, 
which is not only a waste of the hot- 
water but cold water as well.

Fewer Accidents Are Record- 
ed Against Youth, the 
Statistics Show. 


BAD WEATHER IS NOT 
CONTRIBUTING FACTOR 


“Death Curves” Safer Than 
Straight, Level Roads, Ac- 
cording to N. Y. Reports. 


By ERWIN GREER.

The newspapers are full of ac- 
counts of amazing recklessness of 
young drivers, of judges berating 
them in court and taking their li- 
censes away. The palpable reason 
of the frequency of these stories is 
that usually they are more spectac- 
ular than those dealing with the 
transgressions, traffically speaking, 
of the older generation. Experts 
the fact, by actual number, 
youths figure in less than one-third 
of our accidents is that the young 
driver has a surer, firmer hand; 
that while he may take what ap- 
pears to many as the most reckless 
chances, they are in reality not 
chances at all, but merely the re- 
sult of confident reliance on a much 
firmer sense of judgment of dis- 
tance and timing. 

The greenhorn, as a rule is 
deathly afraid of taking chances; 
the old hand is seldom obsessed by 


any such fear—his very joy in au- 
tomobiling comes in the element of 
risk. The driving ‘‘babe’’ dares not 
exceed the speed limit, he dares 
not pass any one; he honks his 
horn at the least provocation; he 
slows up at intersections, peers 
around from side to side, and in 
all other respects shows that he has 
great respect for the slogan ‘Safety 
First.’’ 


Bad Weather Not a Factor. 


say 


There are other fallacies brewing 
in the public fancy in connection 
with automobile accidents. One of 
these is that bad weather brings a 
flock of accidents with it, attribut- 
able to it alone. The figures say 
otherwise. Thus: 

As against 36,501 accidents oc- 
curring on clear days, a total of 
&,636 are directly attributable to 
vad weather, which number is di- 
vided into 6,046 on rainy days, 
2.171 on cloudy and only 419 on 
foggy days. 

In 1925 there occured in New 
York State 47,128 accidents, accord- 
ing to a report recently issued by 
the bureau of motor vehicles. Of 
this number 23,890 or about 50 per 
cent, are recorded as having taken 
place on straight, level roads. On 
“death curves’’ there were the com- 
paratively small number of 1,316 
accidents, strangling popular sup- 
position No. 1. 


Fewer Accidents Due to Youth. 


Drivers between the ages of 25 
and 54 figured in a total of 37,007 
accidents, 1,025 deaths resulting. 
Drivers between the ages of 18 and 
24 have taken 12,448 accidents 
chalked up against them, 401 fatal- 
ities appearing in the list, showing 
something like a 90 per cent score 
for the young “driving fools.”’ 

So, if you, Mr. Motorist, are over 
twenty-five years of age—watch 
yourself, because statistics prove 
that youth is to blame for only one- 
third of the country’s automobile 
accidents.

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Secret Chamber Found in Old Seven Buildings on 
Pennsylvania Avenue Northwest Yields Revolutionary 
Treasure Only to Be at Once Lost to the World. 


By JOHN LEO COONTZ. 
ECAUSE the date 1776 did not 
mean anything to him and be- 
cause the bills crumbled to dust 


in his hands, Fred Foster, col-, 


ored janitor of an apartment c , 
Pennsylvania avenue northwest, threw 
“into a trash wagon the remnants of the 
bills and gave away to an unidentified 
party letters of the above date, un- 
earthed by some workmen in an old 
building not far from where he lives. 

Today Foster grows nervous and a 
far-away look comes in his eyes as he 
talks about the find. For he has been 
told that the building is one of the old- 
est in Washington, more replete with 
the early history of America than the 
White House itself, almost—one of the 
seven buildings at the corner of Penn- 
sylvania avenue and Nineteenth street 
northwest; that the bills were worth 
their face value at the United States 
Treasury and the _ letters—priceless, 
perhaps, to the nation. 

Foster’s own story as told to the 
writer is: “I was standing around over 
there watching the workmen tearing 
down this building and when they 
moved a picture there was a secret hole 
about the size of this box (4 by 5 feet}, 
and there was a sword hanging there on 
two nails and a lot of paper money and 
some letters. 1] grabbed the sword and 
another man grabbed the money and 
it all fell to pieces. :When I touched the 
letters—the top ones—they fell to 
pieces, but I could’see the date ‘1776’ 
on some of them. ‘The money was a lot 
and the mice had cut through it. Bui 
when we put the ends together we could 
see 10, 290 and 100 on it. I had a whole 
hatful, but I threw it in the trash heap 
nearby. I think maybe a man kept 
some of it. There was a ribbon around 
the letters, but it fell to piecéS When I 
touched it. I gavé the letters to a man 
who came to see me and said that he 
had heard about them. I couldn’t make 
out the writing on them.” 

Asked if he recalled any writing on 
the currency and if there was anything 
else in the secret vault, Foster replied: 
“There was ‘United States,’ and I think 
—I won’t be sure—the word ‘Confed- 
eracy’ on the money and there was a 
red sash—one of those kind they wear 
across the front—covered with gold 
which all fell to pieces when we touched 
it. We threw it in the trash pile.”

HAT’S enough. It is a blank mind 
that can’t take the tale from here 
and weave the most romantic story that 
was ever penned on American soil with 
the American nation as the background. 
The corner dwelling of Seven buildings 
—where the treasures were found—has 
served in time as the home of a Presi- 
dent, the Department of State, two Vice 
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Elbridge Gerry, of Massachusetts, 

signer of the Declaration of-Independ- 
ence, who lived in corner building in 
1814, the year Washington was burned. 


Presidents and a host of other notables 
in American history. 

President Madison lived here a short 
time—1815-1816—while serving as 
head of the government; Elbridge 
Gerry, a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence and later Vice President, 
shadowed its ancient portals with his 
slender form; and Martin Van Buren 
once stepped nattily into the sunshine 
from its historic archway.

One guess 
is as good as another—the letters are 
gone, the money is in dust, only the 
sword remains, a long, curved stout 


blade, such as only a real man could 
wield, and its time-incrusted scabbard. 

Perhaps these things of an age gone 
by, of a family, the last heir of which 
has long since closed his eyes in leaded 
repose, contain bit of history unre- 
vealed to the world from other sources? 
Speculation runs wildly through the 
brain. Were these letters the cor- 
respondence of some diplomat; those of 
a high general in command of his ma- 
jesty’s troops?. Were they the letters 
of a royalist hidden by some republican 
relative in this secret channeled wall for 
fear of detection and imputation of dis- 
loyalty? The answer comes again in 
the form of a question: Who knows? 
The letters are gone, the money is dust, 
only the mute saber remains. 

But this much is true. The red bal- 
dric tells a story of colonial days. The 
copper clasp that bound it and which 
bore “some sort of a figure of a man on 
horseback fighting something like a 
dragon,’ was a replica. of St. George 
fighting the dragon and belanged, most 
certainly, to a member of that order.

Old Building Yields Histor 
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'N 1800 the government of the United 
States was removed from Philadel- 
phia to Washington. The State papers 
and furnishings were brought from 


Philadelphia by boat and landed at 
Lear’s wharf at the foot of G street. 
The government not having buildings 
ready to receive its property and quar- 
ter its departments, much of the stuff 
brought was stored, against provision 
for its care. Within a very short time 
the corner dwelling of Seven buildings 
was rented to house the State Depart- 
ment. 

Here began then the history of the 
State Department in Washington which 
affords the basis for the speculation 
that the material found by the work- 
men may once have been-a part of its 
collection. The date ‘1776 on some 
of the letters leads readily to the con- 
clusion that they were brought to the 
old building rather than having been 
written there; for the row was. not 
built until some time in the nineties. 
The letters may have been the corre- 
spondence between the Secretary of 
State—private letters—and friends or 
letters between him and representatives 
abroad. John Marshall was the then 
Secretary. If the letters were written 
by Marshall they are invaluable as his- 
torical material not only in the light of 
what they might contain about affairs 
of State but of having come from the 
pen of Marshall as well. 

That which may be said about the 
letters in connection with Marshall can 
be said also of Madison. The letters, 
in case they were written by him, it is 
conceivable, might have an added value. 
Madison was a close confidant of Jeffer- 
son and that circle of men to which the 
government owes its existence. He not 
only labored in the cause of freedom in 
1776 but he labored also at the framing 
of the Constitution. A packet of letters 
from him discovered these many years 
away from the stirring days of the 
nation’s birth would be one of the great- 
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est of historical “finds.” Or reverse 
the case, letters from others to him.

HAT the letters were those of 
Madison stahds more in reason 

than does the Marshall theory. The same 
applies to Gerry. Madison followed 
Jefferson in the Presidency in 1809; 
Gerry was Vice President in 1814. In 
this latter year the British crept upon 


the city of Washington and burned it. 
It is known that in the evening of that 
eventful August day that distinguished 
persons living in the Seven buildings 
fled before the British torches. Among 
them was George W. Campbell, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and Gen. John 
Armstrong, Secretary of War. Secre- 
tary of State Gerry found it also, no 
doubt, an opportune time to move. 

These facts make plausible the theory 
that the letters were private papers of 
some of these distinguished servants 
of the government. The fact that a 
uniform was in the secret spot strength- 
ens the theory that the material found 
was of a private character. The fact 
that the British forced all the occupants 
of Seven buildings to flee their domiciles 
in 1814 is ground for belief that there 
was hurried hiding of private papers 
for a few days before that drastic mo- 
ment. The hole was cut. the priceless 
possessions placed therein, a picture 
was swung over the secret. panel and all 
—was forgot. 

One might go on for hours spinning 
out the poss‘bilities of the euthor of 
the letters.

First American Battle Flag J 


It is perhaps little known that the first 
American flag displayed ‘‘at sea’’ was raised 
by Col. Wynkoop, commander of the Royal 
Savage, one of Benedict Arnold’s little fleet 


in Lake Champlain, in 1776. ‘This flag was 
a replica of the first striped flag, hoisted over 
Washington’s headquarters at Cambridge. It 
consisted of thirteen alternate red and white 
stripes in the field and retained the colors of 
Jingland, the united crosses of St. George and 
St. Andrew ona blue ground, in the canton. 
This flaz was known in England as ‘‘The Re- 
béllious Stripes.” 

““A picturesque incident is told of the first 
Stars and Stripes used in a military engage- 
ment,’’ said Mr. Ames, foremost flag manu- 
facturer in the country. ‘‘The revolutionary 
flag of thirteen stripes with a circle of thir- 
. teen stars was adopted by the Continental] 
Congress on June 14, 1777, but the statute 
was not officially promulgated until the 3d 
of the following September. Meanwhile a

copy of an Albany newspaper describing the 
flag had fallen: under the eye of a Continental 
officer from Massachusetts on his way with 
reinforcements to Fort Schuyler, formerly 
Fort Stanwix, where the city of Rome, N. Y., 
now stands. 

‘tHe arrived at 5 p. m. on August 2 and 
very opportunely, too, as it turned out. For 
the British attacked the fort the following 
morning, which was Sunday. Before the end 
of the day the garrison had run up the first 
American battle flag. White stripes from 
shirts and hospital bandages alternated with 
red, stripes made from the scarlet petticoat of 
a soldier’s wife. A blue canton was impro- 
vised from the military coat of one Capt. 
Abraham Swartout, who, a year later, wrote 
to the commandant of the fort requesting ‘an 
order on the commissary to supply me, as 
promised, with eight yards of broadcloth in 
lieu of my blue coat which was used for 
colors at Fort Schuyler.’’’—From Every- 
body’s Magagine for July.

A DESERT WATER TANK

One of the largest but nevertheless most 
useful forms of desert cactus is that known as 
the barrel cactus or ‘‘niggerhead.’’ The plant 
is a portly cylinder six feet or so high, its

Yet in spite of its spines it is a useful 
growth. The interior of the plant is a sponge 
of water-holding tissue, protected from éevap- 
oration by the leathery skin. The process of 
‘tapping’ this water supply ts as follows: 


A 
depression is scooped in the pulp, and the 
surrounding tissue is crushed by an ax or any 
heavy object at hand to serve as a pestle.

the hollow is somewhat flat in taste, but quite 
drinkable.

TALES OF REAL DOGS 


MAC: TRIED AND SENTENCED BY COURT.

te) far as I know, he is the only real life 

dog to be tried in due and ancient 

form, in a court of justice; convicted 

and officially condemned to death, and 
then reprieved. 

The newspapers, a few years ago, were 
full of accounts of his ‘“‘crime’’ and trial and 
conviction and pardon. But it is a good story 
and worth retelling. It will be new to some 
of you; in fact, to most of you; for the news- 
paper hero of today is forgotten tomorrow. 

His name is Mac. He is a fine thorough- 
bred collie. He belongs to Mr. L. W. Mc- 
Wane, of Fredericksburg, Va. Rarely beau- 
tiful and intelligent, Mac has always been a 
general favorite throughout Fredericksburg. 
Thus, keen public interest wag roused by his 
legal fight for life. 

One morning in 1924, Mac was dozing on 
the sidewalk in front of his master’s home. 
Along came a little girl on roller skates. She 
was new to skating, and went with more speed 
than precision. Down she skated toward the 
peacefully sleeping collie. 

Before the dog could get out of the way 
or even wake, she had skated over his plumed 
tail. Starting up in agony, Mac snapped, in- 


stinctively, in the general] direction of his hurt 
r. tah. ) 


His teeth inflicted a small cut in.the child’s 
ankle before he realized what he had done. 
That was all. But it was plenty. A savage 
and presumably rabid dog had attacked a dear 
./ ttle girl, injuring her horribly. The child 
would be lucky if she did not have hydro- 
phobia. The dog must be killed for the 
safety of the public. 

So ran the terrified and terrifying rumors 
throughout Fredericksburg. The ,local po- 
lice seized Mac and threw him into a cell in 
the city jail. They would take no chances of 
escape or infection by putting him in the dog 
pound. So he received the usual and doubtful 
honor of being locked up in a regular man- 
size cell to await trial. 

As a matter of fact, the little girl was in 
far less danger than if she had been bitten 
by a*malaria mosquito. The bite of an angry 
or playful dog is no more and no less dan- 
gerous than is a similar wound inflicted by a 
piece of metal or bone, plus any danger of 
infection (not of rabies) from decaying food 
on the dog’s teeth. 

If the wound is within reach of the lips, 
it- should be sucked out. In any case, it 
should be washed with hot water then dried, 
thén painted thick with iodine. 

If the dog is known to be ill or is sus- 
pected of rabies, a bit of cotton should be 
Wrapped around a match head and then dip- 

ed in carbolic, and the cut swabbed out with 

instead of iodine. The wound should be 
washed in hot water, dried and then painted 
with the carbolic. Such a treatment is rather 
painful, but it is effective.

By this time all the town was taking sides 
in the dispute and reporters were sent to 


Fredericksburg from other cities to write up 
the strange case. The Commonwealth attor- 
ney cited at the trial an ancient statute that 
a dog must be killed at once after biting a 
human, and that its head must then be ex- 
amined for so-called rabies symptoms. 

Things looked black for the friendly collie 
until Judge Goolrick ruled that no dog can 
be killed arbitrarily under the law without 
the right of the owner to appeal. 

The plaintiff threatened to carry the case 
to the Supreme Court. But the injunction 
had fifteen days to run, and Goolrick’s deci- 
sion upholding it was greeted by a roar of 
applause from the crowd that jammed the 
courtroom. 

The judge ruled that the fifteen days of 
grace were to be spent by Mac under the con- 
stant surveillance of a veterinary surgeon, 
who was instructed to watch the collie for 
signs of rabies. 

At the end of that time the vet reported 
that the dog not only showed no symptoms of 
hydrophobia, but was wholly friendly and 
obedient, and was in perfect mental and phy- 
sical health. 

Whereupon the reprieve was changed to 
a full and unconditional pardon. Mac was 


returned to the custody of his master and 
the neighborhood held a jubilation in honor 


of its favorite’s release. 


Mac had been bought as a 6-week-old 
puppy by Mr. McWane, and had been brought 
up almost as a child might have been. As 
usual, in such cases, with an intelligent col- 
lie, he developed almost human sense. 

Incidentally he developed a power of logical 
reasoning that is unusual to any beast. 

Among other stunts he learned to ring the 
electric doorbell whenever he wanted to enter 
the house.

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More White Woodchucks. 


Two reports of pink-eyed white wood- 
chucks have come to me this summer—one 


from Vermont and one from Massachusetts. 
[In each case the animal was a pure albino. 
Both animals were captured alive. Johnny 
Chuck in his ordinary coat makes a most 
interesting pet. In an all-white coat he must 
be even more pleasing. So far as known, 
there was no albinism among the other mem- 
bers of the families of these two white 
chucks. Both were healthy and perfectly 
normal in every way, with the exception of 
the color of coats and eyes. 

Is Old Mother Nature experimenting when 
she produces an albino? Certainly, these all- 
white animals are handicapped beyond their 
fellows. It is doubtful if a white woodchuck 
ever lives to old age in a wild state. If it 
does, it must be through superior ability to 
look out for itself. Conspicuousness is 
always a detriment to the welfare of any of 
our smaller animals. It is the one thing 
they desire to avoid, so the white woodchuck 
or the white squirrel has need of his full al- 
lotment of mental equipment. 


A Chuck Feeding in a Tree. 


Reports of woodchucks climbing trees still 
continue ‘to come in. As I have previously 
pointed out, it is not a surprising thing for 
a woodchuck to be found in a tree. The 
woodchuck is a marmot and the marmot is a 
close relative of the squirrel. In practically 
all the cases that have been reported to me 
the chuck apparently has climbed either to 
escape a dog, or merely for the sake of get- 
ting above the ground. But I have one report 
in which apparently Johnny Chuck had 
climbed for the express purpose of varying 
his diet. He sat in the fork of the tree and 
reaching out would draw the branches to 
him and eat the leaves. He has been seen 
doing this a number of times. When he goes 
down the tree, he goes down head first with 
his hind feet clasped around the trunk in 
true squirrel fashion. 


Makes Practical Use of His Relatives. 


Here is a report from a scoutmaster, who 
with several of his scouts recently witnessed 
a happening which gives food ‘for thought. 
The boys were in camp for the night on the 
edge of a pond. They had a powerful search- 
light and were watching several small fish 
attracted by its rays thrown in the water. 
A rustling in the leaves back of them drew 
their attention. Turning the light in that 
direction, they discovered a good sized hop- 
toad making its way along the peak close to 
the water's edge. 

®Having discovered the cause of the rus- 
tling, they again turned their attention to 
the fish. A few minutes later they heard a 
splash and turning the light toward it dis- 
covered a big bullfrog sitting in the water 
close to the shore. A pair of legs protruding 
from the frog’s mouth drew their attention. 
They were the hind legs of the toad that a 
few minutes before had been making its way 
along the shore. The frog was caught and 
immediately disgorged the toad. Without 
stopping to even say thank you, the latter 
hopped away as fast as his lege would por- 
mit him, and it was surprisingly fast. ; 
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“Is it customary for bullfrogs to feed upon 
anything that happens to come within their 
reach, regardless of the nature of the thing?”’ 
inquires the scoutmaster. 

The bullfrog is rather omnivorous. As in 
the above case, he does not even draw the 
line at his own relatives. He will when hun- 
gry jump at almost anything of reasonable 
size which moves within his range of vision. 


Big Ears. 


By chance I brushed back the feathers on 

the side of the head of an owl. The opening 
disclosed was almost startling in its size. It 
was the ear opening and it seemed at a glance 
as if it occupied the greater part of the side 
of the head. It was easy to understand then 
the wonderfully acute hearing of the owl. The 
discovery of that ear opening always seems 
the more surprising because of the seeming 
total absence of an ear. I have even known 
people who supposed that the tufts of feathers 
on the head of the great horned owl and on 
the little screech owl were ears, whereas they 
have nothing whatever to do with the ears. 
The ear opening is so thoroughly covered 
that it is to be seen only by brushing back 
the feathers. It is protected by a movable 
flap’ of skin. 
The owls are not alone in this matter of 
big ears. Consider the frog—any frog. Just 
back of the eye is a large, round, flat disk. 
This is the ear. There is no external ear, 
but the ear drum is protected by a thin mem- 
brane. In the green frog the ear of the male 
is considerably larger than the ear of the 
female. Just why this should be is not ap- 
parent. A frog can hear sounds in the air 
when the ear is under water or above water. 
It is supposed that his hearing is best when 
the ear is half in and half out of water, In 
any event, his sense of hearing is well de- 
veloped. 


, Sowing the Seed of Fear. 


Not long since I received this letter: ‘‘Will 
you please give me some information in re- 
gard to the little red lizards so commonly 
found around damp barns, sheds and simi) 
places? I presume you know the reptile 
which I refer, They are orange red and from 
1% to 4 inches long. My son recently be- 
came greatly terrified at the sight of one of 
these little creatures. 

‘Before school days | spent many hours 
teeching the boy that there are few things in 
nature to harm him and that if he left wasps 


and such things alone—merely watching 
them——-he need fear no harm. We have 
watched a snake for half an hour at a time; 
caterpillars, ants, glowworms and earthworms 
have been subjects of observation. Then he 
saw ‘Daddy’ kill a snake and was told that 
the common spotted adder was poisonous and 
must always be killed. So my work was un- 
done and now son is terrified at every creep- 
ing or crawling thing, the fear often pursuing 
him in dreams. After seeing the little lizard 
he awoke me with screams several times dur- 
ing the night, so please tell him they are 
harmless.”’ 

There is an example of the needless plant- 
ing of fear in the child mind. It is an ex- 
ample of the harm which can be done through 
ignorance. The snake that the boy’s father 
killed was harmless. Far better had it been 
for that man, knowing the laddie’s timid na- 
ture, to have used the opportunity to have 
strengthened courage in the lad. Evidently 
the father was grossly ignorant of snakes. 
Most folks are. But it would have been far 
wiser to have suppressed his own fear and 
to have allowed the snake to go its way un- 
molested. As for the little red lizards, there 
is nothing in the world more harmless. They 
are not lizards, but newts, sometimes called 
little salamanders, and also called efts. Igno- 
rance is the basis of most fear. 


A Naturalist’s Question Box. 
‘“‘What is a puffin, and where is it found?” 
asks James Edgewater. 


The puffin is one of the diving seabirds. 
It belongs to the family Alcidae. There are 
three species in North America, two of which 
are confined to the north Pacific and the 
polar waters. The Eastern member of the 
family is also called the sea parrot. It. 15 
found along the coast and islands of the 
north Atlantic. It is a most interesting and 
amusing bird.

Savonarola gasping his last prayer for others 
on the pyre at Saint Marks; Joan of Arc, fire

And malice that belied him, 
Have cenotaphed his fame.” 

Fordham cottage has a sentimental inter- 
est as well for here blossomed and then fell 
into tragic loss the romance of Edgar Allan 
Poe and his beautiful child wife and cousin, 
Virginia Clemm. 

A storm tossed human ship, the magnetic 
and melancholy nature of Poe was one which 
was particularly attractive to women. His 
madness was to be his pilot through the 
troubled waters of his life. Yet ever for 
him in the heavens shone the beacon stars 
of loving women’s eyes to lead him to the 
haven where he would be. 

One of the women in the Poe Circle, Mrs. 
Francis Osgood Sargent, has written beau- 
tifully and simply of this phase of the poet's 
character. 

“To a sensitive and delicately nurtured 
woman,’ she writes, “there was a peculiar 
charm in the chilvaric, graceful and almost 
tender reverence with which Poe always ap- 
proached all women who won his respect. I 
think no one could know him—no one has 
known ltim personally—certainly no woman, 
without feeling a deep interest in him.” 

In the ‘‘Poetic Principle’ Poe wrote: ‘‘No 
man can consider himself entitled to com- 
plain of Fate, while, in his adversity, he 
still retains the unwavering love of woman.”’ 
He should then have been happy for the love

David Poe became the quarter- 
master general of the Maryland line, a close 
friend of Lafayette and Washington and other 


colonial notables. George Poe was a captain 
in the Maryland line and my own great-great- 
grandfather, David Poe, married a Miss Eliza- 
beth Carnes, of Lancaster, Pa., and their son, 


David Poe, was the father of Edgar Allan 
Poe and their daughter, Maria Poe, was the 
mother of Virginia Clemm, wife of Edgar 
Allan Poe. 

In those days the marriage of first cousins 
did not rest under the same ban as our more 
enlightened period places on such inter- 
marriages. The science of eugenics had not 
been devised as a curb on true love and 
mutual attraction, and the marriage of Edgar 
Allan Poe to his first cousin attracted no 
attention on account of their close relation- 
ship. 

The story of the romance between Edgar 
Allan Poe and Virginia Clemm, his wife, has 
to rest on external evidence because there 
is only one letter at present known to be in 
existence written by the poet to her. 

This letter was written on June 12, 1846, 
and was as follows: ‘‘My Dear Heart—My 
Dear Virginia: Our mother will explain to 
you why I stay away.from you this night. 


I trust the interview I am promised will re- 
sult in some substantial good for me—for 
your dear sake and hers—keep up your heart 


in all hopefulness, and trust yet a little 
longer. On my last great disappointment I 
should have lost my courage but for you— 
my little darling wife. You are my greatest 
and only stimulus now, to battle with this 
uncongenial, unsatisfactory and ungrateful 
life. 

‘‘T shall be with you tomorrow * * * p. m. 
and be assured until I see you I will keep in 
loving remembrance your last words, and 
your fervent prayer. 

‘Sleep well, and may God grant you a 
peaceful summer with your devoted Edgar.”’ 

This tender love missive depicts the depth 
of affection Poe felt for the delicate creature 
he had taken for wife. An invalid wife al- 
ways brings out all the good there is in a 
man and Edgar Poe was, apparently, no ex- 
ception in this regard. 

* * » * 
ARIA POE, daughter of Gen. David Poe, 
the revolutionary hero, made an un- 
fortunate marriage and was left a widow with 


two little daughters. She struggled along 
as best she might, living in humble circum- 
stances in Baltimore. Although until 1831 
when he was 22 years old, Mrs. Clemm had 
never seen, according to present evidence, her 
nephew, Edgar Allan Poe, yet she had kept 
in touch with his career and had frequently 
corresponded with him and treasured the 
thin little volume of poems he had published 
in Boston under the title ‘‘Tamerlane,’’ which 
is now one of the treasures of the literary 
collector. 

With her in Baltimore’ were her two 
daughters, Virginia Clemm, a graceful, frag- 
ile child of 12, and Maria Clemm, an older 
girl who was soon to marry her second cou- 
sin, Neilson Poe. 

It was on the humble door of Mrs. Clemm’s 
home that Edgar Allan Poe, an outcast from 
the luxurious home of his foster father, John 
Allan, in Richmond, knocked in 1831 seeking 
a refuge. 

That door was opened gladly to him and 
his aunt and cousins welcomed the wanderer. 
They had little, indeed, of-this world’s goods, 
but such as they had they were willing to 


share with him. There “in his attic high 
against the sky’’ the poetic spirit of Edgar 
Allan Poe was to find its first freedom and 
chance to do creative work. 


Little Virginia at this time giving promise 
of the rare ethereal beauty which was to be 
hers had a face like a Luca Della Robbia 
chorister and her sweet ways and childish 
affection was a great joy to the love-starved 
soul of the poet. ‘‘Muddy’’ Clemm, as both 
called his aunt, was a good manager ‘and she 
kept happiness and sunshine and cleanliness 
in the little home even if the fare was scanty 
and the wolf howled continually around the 
door. 


Edgar Allan Poe was not content to be 
idle and live on the efforts of his aunt. He 
wrote constantly and now and then had a 
desultory success, selling a story here and a 
poem there and even acting as amanuensis 
for Baltimore firms in his clear, wonderful 
handwriting.

Visitor of’ Baltimore that a prize contest was 
on. $100 for the best story and $50 for 
the best poem. $100 or even $50. What 
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Mark Hayfield, Washington’s Home

HE only house George Washington 
ever built in America, located at Hay- 
field farms, near Alexandria, Va., and 
which was burned down about ten 

years ago, is to be appropriately marked by 
the D. A. R. Action to this end was taken 
recently by the Kate Waller Barrett Chapter 
of the Daughters, of Alexandria, when a dele- 
gation visited the ruins and made arrange- 
ments for the placing of the marker. 
Hayfield farms is considered one of the 
most historic spots in connection with the life 
of the first President. Acquired by George 
Washington in 1765, the future general built 
upon it the only home he ever constructed in 
this country. When Washington went to war 
in 1776, he left his cousin, Lund Washington, 
in charge of the place and also in charge of 


the construction of Mount Vernon, which the 
general had already selected as his future 
home. 


The Revolution cost Washington a great 
deal of money. He not only gave his serv- 
ices to his beloved country but spent freely 
of such of his own money as was available 
and went heavily in debt besides. The close 
of the war found him heavily in debt and the 
sale of Hayfleld to Lund Washington, aided 
in paying off those obligations incurred dur- 
ing the war. 

The price of property may be estimated at 
that period when it is known that the estate of 
500 acres, with the house and a large number 
of slaves, sold for approximately $15,000. 

Picturesque tales are told of the old place. 
These being the days before the reign of al- 
leged prohibition, when it was not considered

beer, Washington gave some wonderful din- 
ners, at which the finest of foods and wines 
were served to the guests, the host joining 
in consumption of both food and drink, for 
the general, according to history, was a hearty 
trencherman, 

Hayfield, for years was headquarters for 
the colonial nobles who visited that section 
of the country. Men whose names were later 
inscribed in indelible letters in the history of 
the republic were frequent visitors and were 
always sure of hospitable entertainment. 

Lund| Washington’s widow left the place to 
her nephew, William Foote, who was buried 
under a corner of the porch of the old house. 
But according to the traditions of the neigh- 
borhood, which have been handed down by 
word of mouth through the ensuing decades, 
the spirit of the gentleman in question re- 
fused to rest quietly beneath the porch, how- 
ever famous.

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AMERICA USES MOST PAINT 


The United States makes and uses more 
paint and varnish than any other country in 
the world, a survey reported by the Ameri- 
can Chemical society shows. 


The national production is now at the rate 
of about half a billion dollars, and by the 
end of 1926 may go well beyond that amount, 
it was found. 

Last year’s output of manufactured paints, 
pigments, lacquers and varnishes was valued 
at $440,565,000. There has been no general 
decline in prices. Only a small part: of our 
paint and varnish products goes abroad. Pur- 
chases from foreign countries are chiefly raw 
materials. 

‘The present period marks the highest 
pcint to which the production and use of 
paints and varnishes in the United States 
have risen,’ it was said in the society’s sum- 
mary, prepared by Otto Wilson, of Washing- 
ton. 

“Our total foreign sales of paints and 
varnishes represent less than 4 per cent of 
our yearly output, and the value of our im- 
ports is hardly 1 per cent of that of the 
products of our own factories. 

‘““We may expect expansion of the export 
trade, which has a promising start. Cans of 
paints and varnishes bearing American labels 
are known and favorably regarded in every 
part of the world. 

“Brick, steel and concrete construction has 
been making considerable advance in the 
larger cities in recent years, but we are still 


’ 


very much a nation living in wooden walls. . 


In country districts few dwellings and fewer 
outbuildings are of anything else than wood, 
while in cities and towns of over 2,500 popu- 
lation, according to one estimate, 60 to 84 
per cent of the dwellings are frame. 

‘In this respect we resemble most of the 
newer countries, but contrast with those of 
Europe, for example, where ancient dwellings 
of brick and stone, often dating back for 
centuries, are the rule. 

“This preference of ours for wooden 
houses, together with high living standards. 
has given us our logical place as the great- 
est consumer of paints and varnishes. 

“The most striking feature of the varnish 
industry is the rapid advance of pyroxylin 
lacquers. In four years the number of plants 
interested in this manufacture has been mul- 
tiplied by -five, and the total output has in- 
creased eightfold. Last year the total pro- 
duction was 11,103,000 gallons. 

“European countries are also finding 
pyroxylin lacquers valuable for finishing and 
refinishing automobiles. In England their use 
is growing rapidly. Last year 25,000 to 
30,000 gallons were required for the motor 
car industry and during the present year ii 
is expected that consumption for all pur- 
poses will reach 85,000 gallons. 

“Observers of the trade look forward to 
an annual consumption in three or four 
years of some 200,000 gallons for finishing 
and an equal amount for refinishing. 


“American pyroxylin lacquers are also be- 
ing marketed in Germany for use on automo- 
bile bodies, but high prices are said.to hold 
back sales. A satisfactory domestic product 
is being developed which is making headway 
against the American article. 

‘In the past 50 years the paint and varnish 
industry generally has kept fully abreast -in 
‘its development with the marvelous advance 
in national wealth and industry in that time. 

“Comparing present production with that 
shown by the official returns for 1869. we 
find our output today to be 25 times as great 
in Value as it was then.”’
